A message from our Chief….
As vacation season approaches, Brookhaven residents need to be aware of two programs 

designed to keep them and their property safe. First, we will begin enforcing the Council-
approved policy of fines for false-alarm calls. The first three false alarm calls will cost 
the homeowner nothing, but the 4th call will incur a $50 charge. Subsequent false alarm 
calls will incur increased charges, as a means of encouraging homeowners to keep their 
security systems in good working order and to let us allocate police resources effectively. 

Before homeowners in Brookhaven go on vacation, they should take advantage of our 
Residential Vacation Security Check. If you’re going to be away from your home for an 
extended period, you should let the police department know, so that our officers will 
make sure to check your home while you are away. Officers will stop by your address, walk 
around your house and look for signs of forced entry, suspicious activity or anything 
that just doesn’t look right. If we find anything we can call you or someone you 
have designated as a contact. When you return, we’ll send you a report of 
when our officers were at your home and what, if anything, we noticed.

We’re 
committed to keeping the residents of Brookhaven safe, while 
you’re home, and your property safe when you’re not.

no more than three miles from any resident in the city. We 
are completing finishing work on the 3rd floor, and look 
forward to having your building ready for a citizen open 
house on Tuesday, May 13, at 4 pm. Please stay for our first 
city council meeting in the new building.

If you need a permit or other service from the city, 
Brookhaven is open, but please be patient as we finish out 
the space, and work through a punch list of details. City 
council will meet on the 3rd floor, as will other boards and 
commissions. 

The main phone number is the same (404-637-0500) 
and city staff is working hard to maintain high levels 
of service to the public during the final phases of this 
transition.

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Growing Pains Can Actually 
Be Painful

There is some debate among pediatricians as to whether or 
not growing pains are real. Some say that growth doesn’t cause 
pain. Others say the pain is caused by something else. I can 
tell you as a father, though, that growing pains are real to the 
child experiencing them. As a 16-month-old city, Brookhaven 
has recently experienced some growing pains of our own and 
they hurt. 

Councilmember Jim Eyre resigned on April 22nd, in the 
middle of a council meeting. The other council members and 
I were taken completely by surprise at his abrupt resignation 
and silent departure from our meeting.  During his tenure on 
City Council, Jim had strong opinions and was often helpful 
in clarifying or bringing attention to important issues. Each 
member of the council feels strongly about certain issues, and 
advocates for them, but we all strive to maintain decorum and 
professionalism, even if there are instances where we can only 
agree to disagree. 

We just recently learned that Jim was apparently 
unhappy with City Manager Marie Garrett’s compensation. 
Unfortunately, we first learned about his unhappiness when he 
went to the news media and made statements that the Council 
and I knew to be incorrect. The city had to correct the record, 
and when we resolved to release documents from executive 
session supporting the facts, Jim’s reaction was stone silence 
until he resigned and walked out. 

To the extent that there has been confusion or 
misunderstanding about Ms. Garrett’s contract, I take full 

responsibility as Mayor for not moving the process forward 
more quickly.  Over the past few months we faced tough 
competition from neighboring cities looking to hire a new 
city manager with at least one mayor respectfully informing 
me that he was seeking to hire Marie Garrett away. The pool 
for highly talented city managers with rare “startup city” 
experience is very small and the competition for those few 
individuals is very high. We have been working these last few 
months on an agreement with Marie that replaces the first 
year salary/consulting arrangement with a straight full-time 
salaried contract with no overtime. All relevant documents 
have been posted on our city website and when her final 
contract is approved by Council, it will be posted there as well. 
I will also add that I and every member of City Council are very 
pleased with Marie’s performance for the City of Brookhaven, 
and keeping her has been a high priority.  

In 16 months of operating as a city, Marie recruited and 
hired our top-notch Police Chief, Gary Yandura, and helped 
get a world-class police force up and running –completely 
from scratch. In 2013, She negotiated city contracts for $2.2 
million less than their original amounts, and renegotiated 
another $1.2 million in savings so far this year. That’s $3.4 
million in savings, or roughly 15% of our city budget.  When 
real estate professionals couldn’t come to an agreement, Marie 
personally negotiated a reduced rate on our new city hall  
(fronting Peachtree Road) -to $12.50 per square foot. She’s 
helped us put $1 million in our reserve fund in the first year, 
to which we will add another $1 million this year. Prior to 
incorporation, the County spent $400,000 on parks. County 
sidewalk construction and paving programs were virtually 
nonexistent. In contrast, we will be paving six miles of road 
this year and are building new sidewalks every month. We will 
be investing $2.5 million this year in parks alone. We’ve done 
this –and more- with a millage rate that is one half mill below 
the property tax cap contained in our charter. 

These are major accomplishments, especially at a time 
when Brookhaven is growing so quickly. Our community 
Development department is processing over 300 permits a 
month, and the Atlanta Business Chronicle just reported that 
Brookhaven is the fastest growing community in the metro 
area. The knowledge and experience of Brookhaven City 
Manager Marie Garrett is a key reason that Brookhaven is on 
a successful path. 

Yes, we’ve had some growing pains, but sometimes that’s 
part of growing. Look anywhere around Brookhaven, 
and you’ll see a thriving community advancing on all 
fronts. Please stay engaged and involved with your city as 
Brookhaven gets even better. 

Brookhaven Marks Earth Day With North Fork Cleanup
Brookhaven officials, DeKalb Clean and Beautiful 

and citizen volunteers teamed up with the North Fork 
Connectors to show their support for maintaining a cleaner 
environment during a special Earth Day service project.

The clean-up crew dedicated a Saturday to removing 
trash that had accumulated along Peachtree Creek’s 
North Fork. North Fork Connectors, Brookhaven’s Mayor 
and Council, along with students and a large turnout of 
volunteers removed tires, trash and debris from what they 
hope will someday be a linear park.

“This linear park will be a mix of bike trails, walking 

paths and someday, our big hope is that people can also 
safely paddle down the North Fork,” said North Fork 
Connectors Chairperson Betsy Eggers. She is hopeful they 
will turn what she calls an “undiscovered asset” into a 
park that will be great for neighborhoods, businesses and 
families in the community. 

The North Fork clearing project was also supported by 
representatives of Keep DeKalb Beautiful. The non-profit 
organization’s mission is to join public and private resources 
to promote sustainability through litter prevention, waste 
reduction and beautification.

The goal of the program is to evaluate the 
methods of increasing recycling and reducing costs without 
decreasing service levels. 

How does the Sanitation Pilot Program work?
On collection day, the customer will wheel their carts to 

the curb by 8 am. DeKalb sanitation will empty the cart by 
6:30 pm.  

Will the service cost more?
No. This DeKalb County pilot program is for evaluation 

purposes and there is no charge during this program.

Will my rates change with the new equipment?
No. The DeKalb County program was designed, if 

eventually implemented throughout the service area, 

to ensure rates do not escalate. The goal is to keep rate 
sustainable over a longer period of time.  

What if my garbage is more than the cart can contain?
DeKalb Sanitation allows a maximum of one (1) bag of 

garbage to be placed next to the cart for pick up. Placing 
excess garbage on the top of the cart will prevent the cart 
from being tipped. 

Can I use my current garbage cans or cart during the 
Pilot?

No. Participants in DeKalb’s program must use the 65-gallon 
roll cart provided by the county for garbage collection. 
These containers are authorized by the DeKalb Board of 
Commissioners and or municipalities in which customers live. 

What do I do with bags for recycling and yard 
trimmings each week?

If you are in the pilot program, simply place your green 
roll cart on the curb alongside any yard trimmings or 
recycling ready for collection.

What happens at the end of the DeKalb’s pilot program?
DeKalb County will survey participants for customer 

satisfaction, and then evaluate and provide recommendations 
on how the service should proceed to the DeKalb County 
Board of Commissioners and CEO for consideration.

Bates Mattison – New Education Initiative On The Way
I’m very excited to announce a new education initiative in the City of Brookhaven. Education is a key 

driver for economic development and the City of Brookhaven has partnered with Atlanta based Edevate 
to provide resident an extended range of public educational options that will serve the needs of every 
student and provide technology skills required by the 21st Century economy. This project will comprise 
three initiatives: (1) Creating an Independent Charter School, Brookhaven Innovation Academy, (2) 
Developing a strategy to partner with DeKalb County Schools to address school performance at Cross Keys 
& Woodward Elementary, and (3) producing a feasibility study for a City of Brookhaven School System.

Operated as a non-profit public Charter School, Brookhaven Innovation Academy will utilize STEM (Science, Technology, 
Engineering & Mathematics), project-based and blended learning curricula inspired by the High Tech High model that’s been so 
successful in California.

The Academy will provide every student with a Google Chromebook and implement Google’s advanced educational technology 
to enhance learning. Among the innovative features are an extended school day and school year and the incorporation of coding 
(computer programming) from Kindergarten onwards. Students will choose from Spanish and Chinese language tracks and 
students entering Kindergarten will be fluent in their chosen foreign language by the end of 8th Grade.

Starting with a single campus in 2015, the Academy will develop into a multi-campus school serving preschool though 12th 
grade with an early-college option, providing the ability to graduate with both a High School Diploma and an Associate’s Degree 
in Applied Technology. The Academy will also offer online programs in STEM to any student resident within the City.

While the Academy will work closely with the City Government and serve to attract new businesses and residents to 
Brookhaven, it will impose no financial burden upon the City as its budget will be fully covered by Charter School funding and 
private philanthropic support.

Our efforts to address the educational needs of our community are critical to the long-term success of Brookhaven.

Joe Gebbia – A Greener Brookhaven
Spring means the greening of trees and lawns, and the City of Brookhaven has announced two important 

green initiatives.
 First, a major collaborative effort between the City of Brookhaven, the DeKalb Sanitation Department 

and the DeKalb County School Board to significantly improve Brookhaven’s recycling capabilities. The 
effort will start with 2,800 residents in Districts 1, 2 and 3 participating in a 90-day pilot program being 
implemented and administered by our fantastic DeKalb County Sanitation Department.  Each participating 
home will receive two 65 gallons containers – one green for solid waste and one blue for recycling.

The blue recycling bins will hold all your recycled materials. Known as “Single Stream Recycling”, it will no longer be necessary to 
separate paper from plastic from glass, etc. By making it so easy we feel participation rates will increase significantly. The program 
will be monitored by Kennesaw State College with updates posted each month on our City web page.

The DeKalb Sanitation pilot program will implement 2 key changes in service: a) one solid waste pick up per week, and b) one day 
pick up per week – this means that whatever day you currently put out your yard waste and recyclables, you must also put out your 
solid waste (green) container. During that day three trucks will drive by to pick up all your items.

Last month the City of Brookhaven announced our Keep Brookhaven Beautiful (KBB) program. Financed in part with a grant 
from DeKalb County, KBB will assume responsibility of coordinating all clean up events in our parks and neighborhoods, educating 
HOAs on available beautification programs, assist in planning and implementing the planting of flowers and trees throughout the 
City, and serving as the City’s liaison to the DeKalb BOE when implementing their recycling curriculum in our schools. The Mayor will 
announce our new KBB Ambassador later this month.

As we become greener we become more sustainable, and as we beautify, we increase the quality of life for all. These are 
developments we can all be proud of.

A message from our Chief….
As vacation season approaches, Brookhaven residents need to be aware of two programs 

designed to keep them and their property safe. First, we will begin enforcing the Council-
approved policy of fines for false-alarm calls. The first three false alarm calls will cost 
the homeowner nothing, but the 4th call will incur a $50 charge. Subsequent false alarm 
calls will incur increased charges, as a means of encouraging homeowners to keep their 
security systems in good working order and to let us allocate police resources effectively. 

Before homeowners in Brookhaven go on vacation, they should take advantage of our 
Residential Vacation Security Check. If you’re going to be away from your home for an 
extended period, you should let the police department know, so that our officers will 
make sure to check your home while you are away. Officers will stop by your address, walk 
around your house and look for signs of forced entry, suspicious activity or anything 
that just doesn’t look right. If we find anything we can call you or someone you 
have designated as a contact. When you return, we’ll send you a report of 
when our officers were at your home and what, if anything, we noticed.
